By Circuit Judge 


Judge Dixon Sends Floyd 


Doran Behind Bars for 


One to Five Years 


Floyd Doran, 22, returned here 


last week-end by Sheriff Gilbert 
Finch from Arizona after his re- 
lease from the state penitentiary 
there, was sentenced to one to five 
years in prison for burglary and 
larceny after his probation granted 
in 1946 was revoked. 


Judge George c. Dixon imposed 


sentence on Doran at a hearing 
in Lee county Circuit court this 
morning after Doran stoutly urged 
continuation of his case, declaring 
he had straightened himself out by 
joining Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Indicted for burglary and lar- 


ceny in break-ins at the Farm 
Bureau office in Amboy and a 
pervice station and tavern in Sub- 
lette, Doran was sentenced to six 
months at Vandalia on one charge 
and placed on probation on the 
other. 


Violated Probation Terms 


He violated probration terms 


when he left the state without per- 
mission, going to Arizona, Sent to 
prison there on a charge of issuing 
a bad check, he was turned over 
to Finch upon his release after 
serving 13 months of a term of 
18 months to two years. 


Doran told the court this morn- 


ing that he didn't think another 
prison term would help him. "If 
I don't know any better now than 
to stay out of the penitentiary, I 
don't believe I ever will," he said. 


He laid all his trouble to whis- 


ky. 
"Every time I've been in 


trouble I've been drunk," he said. 
He credited his joining the AA 
while in prison with changing his 
views, explaining he "had a rath- 
er distorted conception of just 
what is right." 


Judge Dixon pointed out that 


strict compliance with the law 
was necessary to uphold the pro- 
bation system for the benefit of 
probationers who make the most

you must have asked it. 


Of course^ we have to remem- 


ber that the prices we hear afjuu' 
1:1 the cities are always the priios 
on top-grade epg?. 
And the gov- 


ernment support price is for any- 
thing in a shell, as long as it's 
eciihie. 


But 
that's only part of the 


answer. 


It still doesn't account for the 


fact that there's at least 10 cents 
a dozen difference between the 
retail prices of Grade A eggs and 
Grade B eggs. Often more. 
You 


know and 1 know there isn't that 
much difference in the eg'gs. 
So 


why should there he that much 
difference in the price ? 


No "tirade B •. ustomer*" 


My friends in thr distributing 


business tell me the answer's easy: 
"It's just that nobody wants to be 
a Grade B customer." 


"The women who come into our 


stores want 'the best eggs,' " one 
distributor told me 
last 
week. 


"There aren't too many Grade A 
Kggs this time of year. So they're 
txpensive. But that's what people 
* ant. And that's what they buy. 
You offer them Grade B eggs and 
Jt doesn't make any 
difference 


how much cheaper they are. They 
don't want "em!" 


So Grade A eggs keep on going 


up. 


And Grade B eggs keep on going 


down. 


"Look at those eggs." a store- 


keeper said to me. "They're not 
the best eggs. But they're GOOD 
eggs. 
And at that price they're 


wonderful value. But they're not 
selling — because they've 
got 


that Grade B label on them." 


And the reason they're labeled 


Grade B is because the law says 
they have to be. Several states 
have similar laws. And, in any 
state, if the cgges are government 
graded, they must be labeled Grade 
A. B or C. 


Compare that with government- 


graded meat, which is labeled 
Prime. Choice, and Good. 


Don't misunderstand me. I think 


eggs should be honestly graded. 
And I think we should do every- 
thing we can to give consumers 
as many top-grade eggs as pos- 
sible. 


But it's poor salesmanship to 


make any customer who is buying 
good food feel she's a "B-grade 
customer." 


Sees No Change 


In Farm Bureau-

Urban a. —(Special)— Dean H. 


P. Rusk of the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture said 
today that he did not expect any 
state or federal 
action 
which 


would require a change in rela- 
tionship here in Illinois between 
the Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice and the county farm bureaus, 
even though a national committee 
on extension .policies has recom- 
mended that such relationships be 
discontinued. 


A joint committee representing 


the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Association of Land- 
Grant Colleges and Universities 
released its official 
report last 


week which contains the charge 
that formal working agreements 
between state extension services 
and farm organizations are not in 
the best interests of the people. 
The report recommends that such 
agreements be dissolved. 


While Dean Rusk has been a 


member of the committee since 
February 1948. he took sharp is- 
sue with 
this 
recommendation 


and prepared a formal "statement 
of exception" which was included 
in the report. 


In a letter mailed today to all 


agricultural extension workers in 
Illinois, Dean Rusk reviewed the 
official report of the committee 
and expressed belief that funda- 
mentally it would not change the 
organization

extension 


program in the state.

Robert E Peary, discoverer of the 
North Pole. 


The expedition 3130 found copies 


of documents cached m the Polar 
ti-gions by a British expedition 
of 1S75-76, the paper said in a 
special dispatch from Washington. 
Peary had removed the onginal 
papers of this expedition in 1905, 
and ordered copies of them placed 
there. They were found at Cape 
Sheridan, about 450 miles from 
the Pole. 


The text of the papers was not 


made public, but a man who saw 
parts of the notes said they were, 
for the most part, the usual evi- 
dence left by explorers of their 
presence in strange places. 


The expedition was organized 


to resupply existing weather sta- 
tions and plan construction of two 
new weather stations to be oper- 
ated jointly by AmTrans and 
Canadians. 


Technically known as a Task 


Force 80, the expedition was made 
up of three ships, the navy ice 
breaker Edisto, the Coast Guard 
ice breaker Eastwind and the navy 
cargo ship Wyandotte. An board 
were more than 500 officers and 
men. 
Also aboard were American 


and Canadian civilian experts and 
a few Canadian naval officers. 


The Peary Cairn was 
found 


after an earlier 
attempt 
had 


failed. 
Only two days were left 


before the expedition would have 
been forced to evacuate the area 
when a helicopter spotted the dark 
rock of the Cairn, landed and the 
papers were removed. 


Flown back to the Eastwind, the 


papers were copied and photo- 
graphed. 
Copies of the records, 


along with the record of Capt. 
George J. Dufek, commodore of 
the expedition, were flown back 
to Sheridan, where a new Cairn 
was built for them. 


The expedition got under way 


July 15, when the Eastwind sailed 
from Boston.
